Powers in August, or with the reply to tho Anglo-

special friend’ of her sonthera neighbour, just 
as she posed as China's special fricud when sho 
saved Port Arthur from vapan in order to ap- 
roptiate it herself. Inher comments on 
the Anglo-German agreement she reaffirmed 
these principles in the most emphatic terms, 
and went out of her way to point out. that 
Russia was ‘tho fivst to lay down-“the main- 
tenance of the integrity of the Chincso 
Empire as a fundamontal principle of her 
policy in China.’

It obviously confera upon Rus- 
sia cll the ‘territorial advantages’ in Feng- 
tian ordinorily involved in a protectorate with 
the lofst possible share of tho corresponding 
disadvantages. It disturbs that. ‘territorial 
vondition * of the Chinese Empire, which Eng- 
land and Germany have declared it to be their 
purpose to maintain undiminished, ard tends to 
Jead to tht partition of the Chinese Empire 
which Russia has declared she regards with 
aversion. By the third article of that apreement, 
the signatories reserve to themselves the right 
ta come toa fresh understanding as to the steps 
to be taken for the protection of their interaits 
should any third Power use the complications 
in China to obtain territorial advantages 
‘under any form whatever '—and this clauso 
also applies of course to the Powers which aub- 
sequently adhered to that arrangement. As 
Rusiin, according to our correspondent, has 
obtained such advantages, the situation con- 
templated by the agrooment between Great 
Britain and Germany seems definitely to con- 
frout us.”
